DX Notes.... 

Several recent announcements are of particular interest to DX’ers worldwide. First, the VKOH Heard Island 
Dx’pedition group has announced that their efforts to field a multi-national team to this very rare spot in the 
South polar area have met with several huge roadblocks prompting the team to push the timeline for the 
operation out to January of 2015. The main issue was the overall cost now estimated to be in excess of $1.5 
million. They now plan to restructure the operation, reduce the number of operators from 30 to 15, and to 
hopefully combine it with a scientific group that will be investigating a volcano on the island that is currently 
active. These changes, coupled with chartering a different ship is anticipated to bring costs down to about 
$500K. The good news is that the new effort will include 30 days of operations from the island. That should 
give every DX’er the chance to put this rare one in the log multiple times. 

Second, the NIDXA, sponsors of the W9DXCC Convention, announced recently that a six part lecture series 
entitled ‘DXing From The Black Hole 2’ will be presented in conjunction with their 2013 event. The series will 
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be presented the day before the W9DXCC Convention, September 20". Presenters will be experienced DX’ers 
from NIDXA and DX-u. Topics will include antennas, operating practices, chasing awards, digital operation, 
QSLing, etc. Registration for the six sessions will be through the same internet site that handles registration for 
the convention, www.w9dxcc.com . If you are planning to attend the W9DXCC convention, an extra day to 
attend this series of lectures might be well worth the time, especially. 

With summer well under way (despite the cool temperatures and spring like rains) the DX season will soon 
draw to a close until fall. Since we are at or very near the peak of cycle 24 good conditions should continue to 
provide lots of good activity until the start of the fall when good things should pick up again. The last major 
event of this season, the CQ WPX WW CW contest, will be history by the time you read this. If you were 
operating in this event, I hope you found lots of good DX to work. 

The recent high winds and possible tornado activity may have played havoc with ham antennas in the area 
although I only have heard unconfirmed reports of such damage. Hopefully everyone’s antenna farm fared well 
through the high winds. It may be a good idea to check out your wire and aluminum now to make sure 
everything is secure and tight in preparation for the next storm when hits the area as it surely will. 

One note from the Dayton convention of interest was that the SW Ohio DX association, at their annual DX 
dinner, named the 2012 NH8S Swain’s Island operation the DX-Pedition Of The Year for 2012. It was a well 
run operation and was deserving of the award.
